cial gau users with a minor amount 
in industrial gas consumption. Mr. 
Brownie noted that customers of Ca¬ 
nadian Western Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany Limited have almost doubled in 
the past 10 years. In 1954 over 3,700 
new customers were added to the 
system bringing the total at the end 
of December of last year to over 
58,000. 

Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Company Limited completed a $2,250,- 
000 capital construction program 
during 1954 and the report estimated 
another $2,734,000 to be spent on ex¬ 
pansion of facilities in 1955. Of this 
figure. $1,200,000 will be spent on an 
extension to the towns of Raymond. 
Magrath and Cardston. Mr. Brownie 
said that the increased gas require¬ 
ments of the system were met during 
the year from gas supplied by the 
Jumping Pound field. He also point- 
ed to the significant gas discoveries 
recently made at Sarcee and Savanna 
Creek southwest of Calgary and stat¬ 
ed that they may in the fuure make 
important contributions to the Com¬ 
pany's gas supply. 

The hope was expressed in the re¬ 
port that the benefits of natural gas 
service could be made available to 
the communities between Red Deer 
and Calgary within two or three 
years. The Company's plans to serve 
these communities have had to be de¬ 
terred due to the possibility of a 
large diameter pipe line being con¬ 
structed close to these townB by the 
Alberta Gas Trunk Line Company 
Limited.

hood of the car, but, by 7 a m., the 
time for the service, the sun had dis¬ 
sipated most of the mist. 

TblB service has been carried on 
for the past ten years for the armed 
services and under the direction of 
Protestant chaplains. It was most 
impressive. 

Meljl Bowl is surrounded by one 
of the famous cherry tree groves of 
Tokyo. There are no Beats but the 
ramps, like most stadiums, descend 
to a central point of the amphi- 
theatre. . 

Over 2.000 people assembled for 
the service with quite a sprinkling of 
Japanese Christians, and stood the 
entire time, as there are no seats. 

The Air Force Band, 746h, was 
massed on one side of the natural 
stage. On the other side was a joint 
surpliced choir under a Japanese 
leader. Centre a white cross flanked 
with lilies and the loud speakers. 

To open the service was a proces¬ 
sion of the flags by the Honor Guard 
Company of Far East Hdqtrs. They 
carried the Regimental and Church 
Flags to the front to the thrilling tune 
of "The Churches One Foundaion Is 
Jesus Christ, The Lord" and ' the 
trumpeters then played "The Holy 
City.” 

We were glad to join in The Lords 
Prayer, and to sing, "Christ The 
Lord Is Risen Today — Allelujah." 

Scripture was read, both in Eng¬ 
lish and Japanese, maybe some of you 
would like also to read it: 

1 Corinthians 15 Verses 1 to 38 was 
the sermon and then the climax of 
the Hallelujah Chorus by the choir. 

During all this service the cherry 
blossoms were softly falling in the 
sunlight, until all of the paths of the 
park and elsewhere were tinged with 
a pink snow. 

Long we shall remember— 

Easter Sunday in Tokyo! 

Of course, Japanese shrines do not 
celebrate Easter, but on April 8th, 
they have a festival for Buddha's 
birthday. On this day, flower be¬ 
decked shrines are paraded or exhib¬ 
ited with tiny statues, some 6" high, 
of the Buddha. These small statues 
are bathed or sprinkled with sweet 
tea by the worshippers, and incenso 
burned in sticks around them.
